Commissioner Sesma questioned the suggestions from speakers Mary Jo LaFrance and Elizabeth 
Johnson during the HPAC meeting of April 5, 2007.  It was suggested that the alley be included in any 
abandonment proceedings.  It was also stated that the back-to-back fences were unsightly and made 
suggestions for the replacement and timing for installing the new fence.  Planner Patula responded that 
both the HDC and HPAC had no authority to address the abandonment issue and remove the fence which 
is on City owned land.  She stated that the matter would come before the Mayor and City Council after an 
application has been filed.  City Attorney commented that an application has been submitted and the 
abandonment process has already begun.  In regards to the fence installation, Planner Patula stated that 
the applicant would move forward with the replacement of the fence and agreed to remove one side later, 
if necessary.
